O NE of the most MtonlsMog 
announcements recently 
4 made in the name of science 
It that a meani may be discovered, 
with the aid of the ultraviolet 
rare from the ifiu. to free man 
from thp necessity of continually 
cultivating the aotl in order to fur¬ 
nish himself with’food. 

If this expectation should be ful¬ 
ly carried out mankind would no 
longer be forced, as ih fj have been 
ever since the loea of Adanfs par¬ 
adise, to earn their bread In the 
sweat of their brows. That neces¬ 
sity haa hitherto rested upon man 
because the plants % of the fields 
possess a kind of secret laboratory 
In which they atuise the .power of 
the sunbeams for transforming 
mineral substances Into foodstuff,, 
Oat now the French chemists, 
Berthelot and Oaudecbon, have 
found out a way, with the aid of 
the ultraviolet rays, to imitate, to 
n certain extent, the action of the 
planta. Their experiment# give 
rise to the hope that, alter a while, 
we ahail.be able to make In the 
laboratories, out of nitreen, chalk/ 
carbonic add and w«W, a n am¬ 
ber of alimentary, or eatable, sob- 
stances^ like those which hereto, 
fore have been fornlshed only by 
plants.

the bails of this modern scientific 
miracle, are contained abundantly 
in the son’s radiation, but. they 
are invisible to the eye.
